WHEREAS, the President of the United States did, upon the 22nd dey of August, in the year 
of om Lord 1911, and of the independence of the United Stetes of America the 136th, certify to 
the Governor of the Territory of New Mexico the adoption of a joint resolution of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives of the United States, approved August 21, 1911, a copy of.which reso- 
lution was aNnexed to the certificate of the President, to the end that said Governor should iSsue 


_his proclamation for the holding of the first general election as provided for in the constitu- 


tion of New Mexico heretofore adopted, snd for the submis sion to a vote of the electors of the 
said territory of the amendments of the constitution of the said proposed state, set forth in 
the said joint resolution, in accordance with the terms and condit ions thereof, which certificate 
and joint resolution were received by the Governor of New Nexico on the 26th day of August, A. D. 
19113 . 

NOW THEREFORE, I, WILLIAL J. MILLS, Governor of the Territory of New Mexico, do hereby 
procleim and order an election to be held inthe said Territory of New Mexico on Tuesday the 7th Day 
of November, 1911, which el ction, arosi. &s to tng manner of making EN and canvassing and 
certifying the result thereof, shall. be held aa conducted in the manner prescribed by the laws of 
New Mexico now in force, at which election officers for a full state government, including a 
goverhor, county officers, members of the state legislature, two reqwesentatives in congress to be 
elected at large from the state, and such other officers es the constitution prescribes, all more 
particularly hereinsfter set forth, shall be chosen by the people, the person receiving the 
highest number of votes for any office to be declared elected thereto. 

And it is hereby specified and declared that the officers to be elected by the vote of the 
people of the whole state Bey & governor, & lieutenant governor, a secretary of state, a state 
auditor, a state treasurer, an FUVOEBSY: general, a superintendent of public instruction, a com- 
MES ELCUeE of public lands, three SORTEER of the supreme court of the state, three manbers of the 
Hate cor poration commission, and ‘ewe representatives in congress.

n! Amendment. 


"t Section 1. Any amendment or amendnents to this constitution may be proposed in either 
house of the legislature at any regular session thereof; and if a major ity of 811 menbers elected 
to each of the two houses voting separately shall tote in favor thereof, such proposed mendment or 
amendments shall be entered: on their respective journals with the yeas ani nays thereon. 

'The secretary of state shall cause any such amendment or smendments to be published in at 
least ‘one newspaper in every county of the State, where a newspaper is published once. each week, for 
four consecutive weeks, in English and Spanish when newspapers in both of said languages are 
published in such counties, the last publication to be not more than two weeks prior to the election 
at which time said amendment or smendments shall be submitted to the electors of the Stete for 
their approval or rejection; and the said amendment or amendments shall be voted upon at the next’ ' 
regular election held in said State after the adjournment of the legislature proposing such amend 
ment or amendments, or at such special election to be held not less than six months after the 
adjournmentof said legislatire, at such time as said legislature may be law provide. If the ssame 
be ratified by a majority of the electors voting thereon such amendment or amendments shall become 
part of this constitution. If two w mare amendments are proposed, they shall be so submitted as to 
enéble the electors tp vote on each of them separstely: Provided, that no amer ment shall apply to 
or affect the provisions of Sections one and three of Article VII hereof, on elective franchise, 
and section eight and ten of Article XIT hereof, om education, unless it be proposed by vote of 
three-fourths of the members electad tp each house and be ratified by vote of the people of this 
State in an election at which at least three-fourths of the electors voting in the whole State and 
at least two-thirds of those voting in each coynty in the State shall vote for such amendment. 

"t Section 2. Whenever, during the finst twenty-five years after the adoption of this 
constitution, the legislature, by three-fourths vote of the members e&ected to each house, or, after 
the expiration of said period of tWenty-five years, by a two-thirds vote of the members elected to 
each house, shall deem it necessary to call a convention to revise œ amend this constitution, they 
shell submit the question of calling such convention to the electors at the next general election, 
and if a majority of all the el gtors voting on such question at said election in the State shail 
vote in favor of calling a convention the legisiature shall, at the next session, provide by law 
for calling the seme. Such convention shall consist of at least as meny-delegates as there are 
members of the House Œœ representatives. The constilution adopted by such convention shall have no 
validity until it has been submitted to-and'rétédied by the people. 

"tSection 3. If this constitu ion be in any way so amended as to allow laws to be 
ena¢ted by direct vote of the electors the laws which may be so enacted shall be only such as might 
be enacted by the legislature under the provisions of this constitution. 

"'Section 4. When the United States shall consent thereto, the legislature, by a majority 
vote of the members in each house, mey submit to the people the question of amending any provision 
o? Article XXI of this constitution on ¢ompact with the United States to the extent alløwed by the 
Act of Congress permitting the same, and if 4 majority of the qualified electors who vote upon any 
such amendment shall vote in favor thereof the said article shall be thereby amended accordingly. 

"I Section 5. The provisions of Section one of this article shall not be changed, 
altered, or abrogated in any manner except through a general convention called to revise this 


constitution as herein provided. "!'

1. The following war recruiting system is adopted for the Territory of New Mexico: 


An officer of each local organization will be designated as recruiting officer for war. 
He will keep himself informed of all the requirements of his office and he will, by application to 
the Adjutant General ofthe Territory, secure the necessary blenk forms. 

In thelr annual inspection, federal inspecta s will report whether or not local 
orgenigeations are prepered to meet the requirements of this paragraph.
